WHEREAS, the builders advertised Streamwood as a “Town of Tomorrow”; and 

WHEREAS, in the 1960s Streamwood continued to grow, builders were donating land for schools, a 
village hall and parks, the Streamwood Park District was formed and the Streamwood Eibrary District 
was formed; and 

WHEREAS, in the 1970s the village grew to over five square miles, the population grew to over 20,000, 
and industries began to locate on the southeast side of Streamwood; and 

WHEREAS, in 1989 Billie Roth became the Village President, she is the first female Village President 
as well as the longest serving Village President; and 

WHEREAS, Streamwood continues to grow providing a variety of housing options for homeowners, 
while the business community continues to thrive. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County do hereby congratulate the Village of Streamwood, this Town of Tomorrow, on fifty years of 
growth and wishes continued success; and
